ough and 1C the plans, as outlined lit 
prtaont, can be carried out. It u esti- 
mated that the population at Connells- 
villc vttl be increased by at least 500. 


The matter of annexation has mot 


•with -unanimous approval of the resi- 
dents ^t the Bast Park addition, while 
many property owners of Snydertown, 
especially those in tho Bishop addi- 
tion, are nlr-o in favor of the project. 
Since 1 lie proposition wa^ first broach- 
ed, M'r Hogg states that several oth- 
ers nai e ccme in line and it is thought 
that within a few days more will have 
signed the paper.

Eternal Vigilance for Gas.

per cent of gna, has shown Uie ab- 
sence ot that amount of gas troro ull 
spaces withm UU yards of the point 
whore the shor is to be flrod.
